“I know that I reflect 
the feelings of

citizens when I 
say that the only thing 
I am afraid 
of is not being ready to perform my 
duty. I am afraid of the danger of 
inadequacy; afraid of not being able 
to express the correct character of 
this country 
with 
its 
tremendous 
might of effectiveness whenever we 
are called upon to act in the field of 
the world’s affairs.’* 
The president spoke 
in Cleveland 
with more 
gravity 
and 
force than 
was was shown in his previous pre­ 
paredness addresses. 
Applause and 
cheering wrere 
frequent 
during the 
entire address.

Storm Along Pacific Coast. 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 29.—The 
storm that has raged over the Pacific 
coast 
region 
since 
Thursday 
has 
claimed a poll of not less than sixty 
lives and the property 
damage 
will 
amount to millions, according to re­ 
ports thus far received. 
It is feared 
further loss of life will be reported 
when communication is made possible. 
The greatest loss occurred in the Otay 
valley, south of San Diego, when the 
lower dam of the California Mountain 
W ater company broke on Thursday 
afternoon. 
The Pacific claimed three lives yes­ 
terday morning when the garbage car­ 
rier Aberdeen, of Oakland, Cal., was 
wrecked off the coast of San Fran­ 
cisco. No bodies have been recovered. 
Flood waters and high winds did 
damage in all parts of the state. The 
oil fields have suffered severely, hun­ 
dreds 
of 
derricks 
being 
wrecked. 
Snow' fell throughout 
the 
northern 
part of the state. Telephone and tel­ 
egraph communication throughout the 
state, which was generally demoral­ 
ized, is gradually being restored. 
The storm struck the northwestern 
states 
heavily, Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho and Montana reporting cold and 
snow'. 
Montana last night reported 
what was termed the worst storm in 
twenty years, with the thermometer 
ranging between 20 and 24 degrees 
below' zero. 
Railway traffic is at a 
standstill on account of the drifts and 
snow' slides. 
The storm is reported 
today as moving eastward and will be 
more favorable for the Pacific coast 
region.

Commission Government Called Failirro By Councilman.” 
There 
could not well have been a more misleading statement. 
Tho first 
error is in stating that Mr. Mitchell has resigned 
This is entirely 
false. 
Mr. Mitchell was elected on a one-term platform, and has 
simply stated that he is going to stick to his platform. 
The second error is in saying that Mc. Mitchell has branded 
the Commission Plan a failure. 
This is also a 
false 
statement. 
Tile third error is in saying the bondon and floated indebtedness 
has increased nearly a million dollars. 
This statement is not as­ 
cribed to Councilman Mitchell, but is given, apparently upon the 
authority of the correspondent, 
it is true there has been a con­ 
siderable increase in the bonded debt. but it is also true that for 
every dollar of additional bonded debt Dune are at least two dol­ 
lars of permanent improvements. 
In other words, the 
city 
has 
paid all current expenses out of its current revenues and has al­ 
so paid fifty per cent on the cost of all permanent improvements. 
For example, four great street-wide concrete bridges and via­ 
ducts have been erected in the. heart of the city, at a cost of $525,- 
000, one-half of which is already paid, and the other half is being 
paid in annual installments and not left for future generations to 
bear. 
The market house was. paid for in cash. The city hall, cost­ 
ing *428.000, in one-ihird paid for. 
The old park 
and 
cemetery 
debts have been discharged. 
Park grounds in the 
civic 
center 
have been bought and paid for at a cost of 3125.00<y Seven subur­ 
ban roads have been built and paid for. 
Furthermore, 
p.ll 
new 
bonds have been put upon a serial basis. 
Old bonds have been 
partly paid off and partly refunded on a serial basis, and a bond 
sinking fund has been established for the old 20-year bonds still 
outstanding. 
Partisan politics has been entirely eliminated from city elec­ 
tions and the conduct of city business. To be sure every municipal 
question of general interest has its political aspect, and must and 
should continue to have 
its 
political 
aspect. 
T«irge 
muni­ 
cipal policies must and should be decided in accordance with the 
desires of the majority. 
Certain public officers, too, will always 
be found to play petty politics upon occasions. That must alw'avs 
be expected. 
Commission government cannot change human na­ 
ture. 
It can only make it easier for conscientious, 
honest 
and 
capable men to succeed, and make it more difficult for dishonest 
and incapable mon to fail. 
The next error is in stating that Mr. Mitchell favors electing 
councilmen by districts rather than at large. 
He has at no tme 
ever said any such thing. 
Mr. Mitchell has not even recommended 
the city manager plan. 
Like many others, he believes the com­ 
mission plan is a great advance in city government. He does not 
believe, how'ever, that it is Impossible of improvement. 
He made 
the valuable suggestion an officer should be appointed under 
the 
council, w ho should have 
vor> 
large power* aft a start of diiFCtor 
of public works. 
This w'ould relieve councilmen of much admin­ 
istrative detail and at the same time would take tho job bunter 
on the back of the elective officer. 
It would also give council­ 
men time to give more attention to legislative detail. 
I do not well see how' it would have been possible to put more 
misinformation in an article of so short a space; not that all the 
statements are false, but that tho impression left by the article 
nevertheless, is false.

Both Berlin and Paris Claim the Ad­ 
vantage— Paris Raided by Zep­ 
pelins and Ten Persons 
Are Killed. 


London, Jan. 2 9.—The western war 
front is engaged in really heavy fight­ 
ing, the Germans having launched an 
offensive. After making recently sev­ 
eral dents in the allies’ line, which 
had been straightened wholly or in 
part by counter attacks, the Teutons 
yesterday, after heavy bombardments, 
assaulted the allies’ positions south of 
the river Somme and 
northeast 
of 
Neuville, in Artois. 
The attacks resulted, according to 
Berlin, in sweeping gains 
in 
both 
cases. In the village ftf Prise a thou­ 
sand yards of trencher southward be­ 
ing taken, while near 
Neuville 
the 
gains amounted to nearly a mile and 
a half of front.

Eligibles In Kauffman Contest. 


(By G. A. BELL.) 
For the best results in fattening 
poultry for market a machine is essen­ 
tial, especially for the la3t ten days, 
for otherwise tho birds will not eat 
nearly so much as they can digest and 
assimilate. A cramming machine and 
its operation is described as follows: 
A reservoir under which is placed a 
small force-pump operated by means 
of a lever worked by foot is placed on 
a tripod. 
A tube Is fixed to one end 
of the pump, through which the feed 
passes when the lever rod is lowered. 
This tube is of rubber or metal.

Floods, Cold, Storm in West. 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 29.—Suf-j of one thing, how'ever, not that there 
fering and danger from floods, snow j should be a great militant force in

After Carcass Has Been Picked Clean 
It Should Be Thoroughly Cooled 
—Sew Skin Tears. 


Picking should be started just as 
soon as the bird has been stuck. 
If 
delayed for any reason .the work be­ 
comes more difficult as time goes on. 
Tho usual plan is to first snap out 
the coarse quills of tail or wings and 
then go after the feathers covering the 
more tender sections of the body. 
These areas are more or less w'ell de­ 
fined, one on each side of the breast, 
on the thighs and the joints of the 
wings. After these have been plucked 
the remainder of the body is very 
quickly finished. 
Do not leave any feathers on the 
neck or above the hock joints, except­ 
ing in the case of capons, which are 
usually dressed in a certain showy 
fashion. 
Remove the pin feathers with a dull 
knife, catching them 
between the 
blade and the thumb and pulling out 
without injury to the skin. 
Then cool the carcass thoroughly. 
Dry cooling is best, but the ice-water 
process must of necessity be adopted 
by the majority of producers. 
In dry cooling, the birds are merely 
hung in dry, cool air, as in a refrige­ 
rator, until all of the animal heat is 
removed. 
When the wet process is 
used, they are first thrown into water 
of ordinary temperature and left for a 
short time, then transferred to ice wa- 
ter until the cooling is completed. 
Wet-cooled stock does not keep as 
well as dry-cooled and its nutritive 
value is lessened. 
Be sure to cool thoroughly. It takes 
a long time to draw out every trace of 
animal heat, but if this is not done 
trouble is sure to follow. 
After cooling, 
inspect the stock 
carefully. Large tears in the skin may 
be remedied by sewing up with fine 
white thread. Remove the blood from 
the head and any dirt from the feet, 
sort according to size and quality and 
pack for shipment. 
If the stock is to be shipped without 
ice, it should be dried and placed care­ 
fully in clean boxes or cases of suit­ 
able size. 
When ice is used, barrels 
make the best packages, the dressed 
poultry and cracked ice being packed 
in alternate layers, the whole topped 
with a large piece of ice.

While looking round for something worth while to talk about we took a little trip to the business home of a 
mau who has been going to school for twenty years to learn how to do your washing. 


Steady, now. 
Nobody wants your money. 
Neither do we want to upset any of your preconceived ideas 
about laundries in general. Much less do we expect to change your opinion of Dorn-Cloney's in particular. 
What 
we’re trying to do is to tell the starched upstanding truth about our man Cloney— and his laundry shop. 


Well, anyway, we went into his office. 
Mr. Cloney in his office didn't strike us as being particularly inter­ 
esting, so we went through the laundry. 
We discovered a twenty-nine thousand dollar washing and ironing outfit, 
and a nine-thousand dollar cleaning plant. 
We found also that the laundry was built on an idea— the idea that 
Sedalia folks wanted to look better and wanted to keep doing so; that they desired neatness of person; that they 
wanted freedom from the drudgery associated with doing their own washing and ironing; that they wanted this 
more than they wanted the little money it costs to have an outside laundry service. 
That idea has grown until 
the laundry has become a great cleaning house and clearing house of dirt, contributing in service to the self-re­ 
spect of the community. 


But one would never guess from the clean-smelling atmosphere of the whole place that dirt is being handled 
in it as a business. The ventilation in every department is Ideal. 
The floors are bright and clean. 
The walls are 
covered with white oilcloth. 
Why, they even sterilize the clothes. 


Iii the Dry Cleaning Department we found great machines that we had no idea existed. There was the Bowser 
Machine for purifying gasoline, having five tanks holding one hundred gallons each, with its redistilling Bystem; 
a Dry Run Tumbler for removing loose dirt and bad smell from clothes before and after being cleaned with gaso­ 
line; and a Dry Run Room for doing the same work when handling the more delicate fabrics; cleaning machines 
and wringing machines; the steam boards and the spotting board; and the electric glove finisher. This department 
is interesting, especially when we realize that only eight years ago there was nothing in it except a single worker 
with one flat iron, an ironing board, a clothes brush, a small bottle of gasoline and a small stove— the latter used 
chiefly to keep warm by— and Mr. Cloney’s idea. 


There was a time when the women had to send their fine gowns away from Sedalia to have them cared for. 
Now this work is all done in Sedalia. 
Mr. Cloney says that this department of the Laundry didn't really take a 
boom until he discovered that the ladies of Sedalia preferred to have their work done here at home. 


Over in the Dyeing Department we met a very interesting man, a Mr. Cue, who has been with the firm six 
years, and has been in the business of dyeing clothes for twenty-two years. 
We don’t know much about dyeing 
clothes, but we'll take a chance on recommending any man's work who has for twenty-odd years been perfecting 
his skill by the process of experience.

Passing through the Hat Department, where the blocks and blockheads are stored in rows— and they’ve got 
everybody's number— we came out into the department where the soiled clothes are first received. Here the clothes 
are marked, some by machine and some by hand, then sorted according to the manner in which they are soiled. 
Then we step into the busy wash room, where big revolving machines swish the suds through the clothes.

with «*i new light cure have boon car­ 
ried out with apparent success at St. 
Bartholorrtcw’s hospital, London, and 
•although the doctors are cautious in 
their statements, owing to the com­ 
paratively short period of investiga­ 
tion, they have found the rays have 
produced 
excellent 
results 
in 
the 
treatment of skin diseases and have 
stimulated 
the 
repair 
of shrapnel 
wounds. 
The “Simpson light,” named after 
its discoverer, is based on the affinity 
of rare metals for each other. 
Mr. 
Simpson had noticed that the com­ 
bustion of certain ores 
produced a 
light having a curative effect on the 
hands of the workmen. Ile produced 
an electric arc lamp with these orcs 
as electrodes, 
notably 
tungstate of 
iron and wolfram. Two kinds of rays 
are produced, visible 
and Invisible. 
I he invisible arc he.at rays and ultra 
violet rays, th latter differing some­ 
what from the ultra-violet rays hith­ 
erto discovered. The Simpson ultra­ 
violet light is more intense than that 
given by a carbon arc like the Pinson 
lamp. It is, in fact, richer 
i.i ultra­ 
violet rays than any other lamp. 
The installation 
at St. Bartholo­ 
mew’s was made last July. The light 
is said to 
have 
produced 
marked 
benefits in the treatment of diseases 
of ihe nose and throat, as well as in 
the treatment of skin diseases. The 
vapor from the lamp also seems to 
help asthma. A case of obstinate ec­ 
zema and one case of 
lupus are re­ 
posed apparently cured. But it will 
take time to see whether these cures 
are permanent.

A BULLETIN ISSUED 


BUREAU 
OF 
LABOR STATISTICS 
GIVES OUT FACTS CONCERN­ 
ING O UTPUT OF SILVER. 


IN 1914 IT WAS VALUED AT $138,250 


Missouri Lead Contains More Silver 
Than Does Zinc, Especially In 
Southeastern Part— Average 
Is An Ounce to Ton. 


(By A. T. Edmonston.) 
Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 29.—The 
lead, zinc and copper ore mines in 
Missouri during 
1914 
yield 
61,168 
ounces of silver, which, at an aver­ 
age price of 55.3 cents an ounce, was 
worth $33,826, announces a Bureau of 
Labor Statistics bulletin given out by 
Commissioner John 
T. 
Fitzpatrick. 
The silver was recovered by eastern 
smelters. 
Approximately only one- 
fourth of the lead and zinc ores of 
Missouri were treated to recover their 
silver contents, 
and, 
consequently, 
had all the ore of 1914 been submitted 
to this process the yield of Missouri 
silver would have amounted to ap­ 
proximately 250,000 
ounces, 
worth 
about $138,250. 
Missouri lead contains more silver 
than does zinc, especially the lead of 
Southeastern Missouri, where it aver­ 
ages about one ounce to the ton of 
lead ore lf taken as a whole. While 
Missouri is not classed as 
a 
silver 
producing state, yet the 1914 yield 
was greater than that recovered from 
the lead ores of 
Oklahoma, 
Illinois, 
Kentucky and Wisconsin combined. 
For fifteen years 
eastern 
smelters 
have been extracting silver from Mis­ 
souri lead ores, produced chiefly by 
St. Francois, Jefferson, Madison and 
Washington counties. 
The 1913 production of silver ore 
was 35,620 ounces, 
which, 
at 
60. t 
cents an ounce, was 
worth 
$21,514, 
while the 1914 production was much 
greater but the value per ounce was 
nearly five cents less, quite a differ­ 
ence when silver is selling for only 
55.3 cents an ounce. 
The quantity of 
silver extracted from Missouri copper 
is small, but since Missouri’s produc­ 
tion of copper is also small, nothing 
else could be expected. 
In 1912 Missouri’s 
production 
of 
silver was 35,438 ounces, which had 
a market value of $21,794. 
The 1911 
production was 49,867 ounces and the 
worth, $26,430. 
Legend has it that somewhere in 
the Ozarks there exists a lost cave of 
silver, the location of 
which, 
two 
centuries ago, was known to the In­ 
dians, who then lived 
in 
Missouri, 
and the deposits 
were 
extensively 
worked by them. 
If this tradition is 
true someone prospecting in the wild 
portions of the Ozarks may some day 
come across tho lost silver mines and 
through them grow immensely rich. 
If silver was worth what it sold for 
in 1865, $1.34 an ounce, it would pay 
someone to erect a 
huge 
refining 
plant in Missouri and extract all of 
the silver the Missouri lead and zinc 
ores contain. 
The price may never 
be reached again. 
From 1865 to 1885 
the price of silver slowly declined, it 
averaging $1.07 an ounce in the latter 
year. 
In 1886 silver plunged to 
99 
cents an ounce and in 1889 
it 
was 
down to 94 cents. The year 1890 saw 
a sudden rise, silver going up to $1.05 
an ounce in New York, but the next 
year, 1891, it was down again to 99 
cents and from then on it keep de­ 
creasing in value until 1910, when it 
reached the low worth of 52 cents an 
ounce. 
Since ten it has slighth in­ 
creased in value, in 1912 reaching the 
price of 61.5 cents, but the year 1914 
found it back to 55.3 cents an ounce. 
The outbreak of the European war 
had no effect on the 1911 value of sil­ 
ver as far as increasing its woith. 
In January, 1914, silver was worth, in 
New' York, 58.2 cents an ounce and 
in July when the war broke out, 55.2 
cents. 
September of that year saw 
it down to 53.1 cents an ounce, and 
in December It went as low' as 50.1 
cents. 
These quotations reveal that 
the war. if it had anything at all to 
do with the value of silver, decreased 
it, and this was with all the turmoil 
in Mexico, one of the chief silver pro­ 
ducing count res of the world, w hich 
prevented the extensive working 
of 
the silver mines there. 
Silver is probably the most valua­ 
ble metal Missouri produces. 
From 
time to time traces of gold have been 
found here, but the quantity is so 
small that it would not pay to sep­ 
arate it unless a good 
strike 
was 
made. 
Owing to the difficulty in ob­ 
taining statistical information 
from 
the refineries which 
extract 
silver 
from Missouri ores, all being located 
in the east and beyond the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Missouri Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the 1914 figures are now' 
onlv available and the 1915 informa-

STATES MOTOR FEATS. 
Should Eddie 
Rickenbacher, 
the 
famous Maxwell pilot—or any of the 
other speed demons of premier fame 
—celebrate the first race of 1916 by; 
rolling 300 miles in two hours, 
or 
some such revolutionary figure, the 
result could be nothing more than an 
American record. 
No such thing as 
a world’s record can be successfully 
claimed, when the feat is accomplish­ 
ed in the United States, under the 
sanction of the American Automobile;i 
Association. 
This strange and anomalous condi­ 


tion arises 
from the fact that, with 
characteristic 
European 
aloofness, 


the automobile judiciary across the 
sea recognizes no 
performance 
in 
America as really authentic. 
Our Dust Too Thick. 
The American Automobile Associa­ 
tion, after vainly trying to secure mu­ 
tual recognition w hich would result 
in a real table of world’s records, has 
temporarily given up the battle and 
modestly refers to all marks estab­ 
lished under its jurisdiction as Amer­ 
ican records—only this and nothing 
more. 
One immediate effect of this condi­ 
tion is to rob the endurance champion 
Maxwell touring car of the technical 
right to claim a world’s title. 
The Maxwell—a stock touring car 
—recently completed, under A. A. A. 
supervision, a run of 22,022.3 miles 
without u motor stop. The best prior 
American record was less than 13,000 
miles. Iii Europe the best prior mark 
was 
le ss than 17,000 miles—to the 
credit of Rolls-Royce. 
Yet the Max­ 
well can qualify merely for an Amer­ 
ican record and the stolid Britons will 
doubtless continue 
to 
regard 
the 
Rolls-Noyce as the world’s endurance 


champion until its record is beaten in 
the limits of their tight little isle.

More than seventy-five students, in­ 
cluding 16-year-old high 
school 
stu­ 
dents, physicians of many years prac­ 
tice, nurses, inspectors of dairies, food 
and drugs, groceries and restaurants, 
and many people from Kansas City, 
Kas., and Independence, Mo., attended 
the 
session 
this 
afternoon. 
It is 
planned to hold classes every Satur- 
] day afternoon, and the term of study 
was announced to be indefinite. 
The plan of study, as outlined by 
Dr. Paquin, included such subjects as 
hygiene in home building, sanitary in­ 
spection, garbage disposal, foot con­ 
tamination, adulterations and protec­ 
tions, and a study of the city ordi­ 
nances which deal with subjects of 
hygiene. 
J. A. Barron, head of the city sani­ 
tary inspection department, and W. II. 
Phipps, chief inspector of the city food 
department, 
were 
the lecturers this 
afternoon. 
Dr. Paquin and other offi­ 
cials of the city health department, 
as well as members of the board of 
public welfare, will give lectures in 
the future, it was stated.

bow-wows, th at is his p aren ts’ fault. 
Not? W e require a good report from 
his teacher, and if he can’t give it 
w'e refuse to give him his first class 
badge. We take a pride in having our 
Scouts show* a good school record for 
each term . 
I am forever saying to 
Scouts, ‘‘You m ust not study for your 
Scout tests in school; you do not go 
to school for th at purpose.” 
If par­ 
ents and teachers will not co-operate 
with me in this, 
then 
they are to 
blame and not the Scout movement. 
A nother thing 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
Scout movement is th at it strives to 
m ake the boy b etter in his home. 
I 
am forever w arning 
the 
boys that 
their parents* wishes in their conduct 
m ust come first, before mine. They 
are commanded 
to 
live 
up to the 
Scout principles in their homes first. 
They should seek at least one oppor­ 
tunity there for their daily good turn. 
Loyalty, helpfulness, kindness, obe­ 
dience, cheerfulness and other points 
of the Scout law* m ust be lived up to 
first in the Scout 
home, 
before a 
Scout m ay feel 
th at 
he is a good 
Scout. P arents m ust assure me that 
their son is living up to these prin­ 
ciples in his home before he is per­ 
m itted to w ear his first 
class badge. 
lf parents will 
not 
co-operate W'ith 
me in this, how can I help them in 
what they are trying to accomplish? 
W ithout in any way meddling with 
I a boy’s 
religious 
preferences, 
the 
Scout movement aids the particular 
branch of the church 
to 
which be 
belongs or should belong. Denomina­ 
tional differences are never discuss­ 
ed in the troops 
of 
which I have 
charge; nor is it consistent with the 
principles of our m ovem ent for any 
scoutm aster to do this, unless it be a 
troop whose m em bership is confined 
strictly to a certain denomination. If 
the Baptists, for instance, organize a 
troop for the boys 
of 
their Sunday 
school, they are at liberty 
to carry 
into their troop m eetings 
their re ­ 
ligious teachings as far as they like. 
T h at is different. But my troops are 
not m erely for our church boys, and 
I never tell them w hat the Episcopal 
church stands for, 
nor 
do I discuss 
other religious bodies with them. I 
assure you I do not know' the relig­ 
ious connections of half our boys; 
and those I know* 
I 
have 
learned 
m ore by accident. 
I believe in the 
faith and heritage 
of 
the Episcopal 
church or I would not be a m em ber 
of it, because I came into this branch 
of the christian church through pref­ 
erence, and not because my parents 
are m em bers of the church—because 
they are not. But I am not using any 
tricks, openly or 
underhandedy, 
in 
proselyting. I have boys representing 
all sors of religious faith, I suppose, 
and I have. nothing to do with their 


you,” too; but I have serious doubts 
about that sugar-coated maxim. I can 
cite a um ber of cases 
w here ignor­ 
ance W'asn’t bliss. A m an stood with 
his back to a kicking mule the other 
day, and w hat happened to him was 
not exactly blissful! 
A little literal 
education on the 
subject 
of mules 
and their disposition would have been 
beneficial to that m an—before taking, 
since foresight is better than hind­ 
sight. The trouble with so many of 
us is that w'e don’t feel interested in

They run ‘‘wide open,” which is 
to say, behind swinging screens and 
opaque glass windows, 
so th at you 
have to go inside or know some one 
who does, to find out what 
is going 
on. Every now and 
then 
tho police 
make a raid, a few* 
fictitious 
names 
get into the papers (unless some one 
is caught whose nam e is worth sav­ 
ing because of a m other and sisters 
who are respected), a nominal fine is 
paid and the places are 
again open 
for business. 
Do 
not 
think 
I am 
knocking the police, 
because 
I am 
not. They can only go so far with en­ 
forcing the law. If our police were to 
‘‘hit the saw'dust 
tra il” 
and become 
real zealous for reform, they would 
soon be hunting new* jobs. The mon 
higher up would settle them in short 
order. I don’t 
mean 
by 
‘‘the men 
higher up” our city officials, but the 
men who are swinging 
our political 
situation, without them selves holding 
office. Do you get me? 
But to get down to facts and cases. 
Awhile back I told you that some of 
our young boys 
knew* 
w here 
they 
could buy booze, in spite of the fact 
that the sale of liquor 
to minors is 
strictly illegal. No one came back at 
me. W hy? I am now* going a step fur­ 
ther and tell you 
that 
some 
girls 
also know* of these places and go to 
them. How* does that strike you, par­ 
ents? Your daughter? Oh, dear, N O ! 
H orrors! Mercy me! 
Not long ago I had occasion to go 
to 
the 
Katy 
station 
with 
some 
friends who 
w*ere 
leaving. 
As 
we 
passed a certain place we 
saw* five 
young men about 18 years old dash 
out and go down the street on a dead 
run. 
The 
place 
was 
about, to be 
pinched and these boys were m aking 
their get-away. I looked 
up towards 
the side entrance, 
which 
is in the 
rear of the buildiag (west side) and 
I saw* three girls about 17 years old. 
I don’t know* w hat became of them. 
This place has

which have been pulled off there, yet 
it is still running, a m enace to our 
young people. 
A nother picture: Some of us have 
been w orking 
to 
reform 
a cerain 
young woman who got a false start 
in life, due to the fact th at

shifted the girl to others to bring up. 
(They brought her up—like a chick­ 
en). 
Not long 
ago a form er ac­ 
quaintance met her and asked her to 
go to the “movie” with him.

they started he coaxed her to go in­

place. 
Of 
course, 
she 
ought 
not 
to 
have 
gone 
with 
him, 
but 
w hat 
can you 
expect of
